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Results revealed in 
teen health survey

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The Romulus Adolescent 
Health Advisory Committee 
(RAHAC) sponsored a public 
hearing to describe the work 
they have been doing since last 
December and reveal the re- 
sults of a survey given to stu- 
dents and parents in March and 
April. 

Following the survey the 
RAHAC recommended that it 
slow down and study the situa- 
tion more thoroughly and then 
decide whether or not a teen 
health center would be right for 
Romulus. After that, Romulus 
residents were given the oppor- 
tunity to remark on the survey 
results and comment on the 
need for a health center* 

Many of the people in attend- 
ance did not feel Romulus 
needed or had the right to have 
a teen health center. Parents 
suggested that there were 
alternatives including adult 
and teen education classes. Pa- 
rents further noted that there 
are local clinics already avail- 
able and suggested that fund- 
ing for more school nurses 
might be more effective in tak- 
ing care of teen health needs. 
Opposition to the schools in- 
volvement in family life was 
also discussed at the meeting. 

Parents were insistent on the 
moral implications of birth 
control at the clinic and sug- 
gested that government con- 
trol of moral values was wrong 
and not the province of a free 
clinic. 

Other parents were in favor 
of a clinic noting that if a teen 
cannot come to a parent for 
some reason, health informa- 
tion should be available some- 
where else for them. Parents 
noted that some teens need 
nonjudg mental advice and the 
Opportunity to act in a responsi-

ble manner in taking care of 
their own health needs. 

Surveys w T ere submitted to 
the RAHAC by 750 junior high 
school students, and 1,400 
senior high school students. 
Results indicate that 77 percent 
of the junior high school stu- 
dents and 93,9 percent of the 
senior high school students 
want a teen health center in or 
around school* 

Many services were re- 
quested by the students to be 
included m the health center* 
Among the requests, S3 percent 
of the students wanted the cen- 
ter to provide school and sports 
physicals, 50 percent wanted a 
counseling program to help 
students deal with death, 49 
percent wanted counseling to 
help them deal with peer press- 
ure, 43 percent wanted counsel- 
ing for drugs and/or alcohol 
problems, and personal prob- 
lems and/or stress, 46 percent 
wanted suicide prevention in* 
formation, 45 percent wanted 
information on AIDS and also 
on weight control and nutrition 
services, 43 percent wanted 
help to stop smoking and 
counseling regarding school 
problems, 42 percent wanted 
sex education along with 41 
percent who wanted birth con- 
trol information, 39 percent 
wanted help getting along bet- 
ter their parents, 38 percent 
wanted sexuality counseling, 
37 percent wanted pregnancy 
detection and care, and birth

tzels and a German dancer who 
told the students about Ger- 
many, In a couple weeks 
Martin, his 15-year-old 
brother, Jason, and 4-year-old 
sister, Amy, along with mom, 
Mary Anderson and the family 
dog, Queen, will join their 
father, Joe, in Vilseck, West 
Germany, where he has been 
living for the past month. 

Anderson, who is a mechanic 
for General Dynamics, had 
been trasferred to Europe to 
work on XM tanks for the Un 
ited States Army. 

"Right now we're in the pro- 
cess of moving out, and we 
should be out of the house by 
next weekend/ 1 said Martin's 
mother, who has lived in 
Romulus her whole life. "I 
don't think Martin realized un- 
til this party that he'll be away 
from his friends for a long 
time/' she added* 

Martin said he "sorts likes 


the idea of moving but I'm 
going to miss my friends/' 

Martin has heard there are a 
lot of mountains near where he 
will live, but doesn't know 
much about Germany. "I'm not 
scared about moving," Martin 
explained. "It will be great 
seeing my dad again because 1 
miss him/' he added. He also 
said he would be going to an 
American school on the Army 
base he will live next to but 
does want to learn German. 

Martin was also looking for- 
ward to riding in a tank when 
he gets to Vilseck. "My dad told 
me he'd take me for a ride.” 

Martin's mom and all his 
grandparents attended his 
going away party at school 
along with several family 
friends and neighbors* 

Debbie Romak, mother of 
Martin's friend, Ryan, 
arranged for the German dan- 
cer, Renate Green, to come to 
the party. She said she and her 
son were both going to miss 
Martin, she was also surprised 
at how quiet Martin was at his 
party* "Today he hasn't been 
himself. He's usually the life of 
the party. I think he's finally 
realizing he's going away for a 
long time. Just yesterday he 
was telling Ryan that he could 
go with him (to Germany) but 
that didn't work out,/' she said.

Incumbents 
get voters’ nod

Incumbents Kenneth E. Ber- 
linn and Pat Patterson were re- 
elected to four-year terms on 
the Romulus School Board dur- 
ing the election Monday* 

Rerlinn received a total of 
817 votes followed by Patterson 
with 762. JoAnn Marvicsin re- 
ceived 545 votes from the 1,352 
voters who went to the polls 
Monday. 

Also on the ballot were two 
millage propositions that were 
defeated by voters for the 
second time this year. 

Proposition A received 583 
yes votes and 768 no votes. The 
proposition had called for a 
one-year 4.5 mill increase in 
operating funds to be used for 
salaries, utilities and operating 
costs* The proposition, howev- 
er, would not have increased 
taxes because the board of 
education would reduce the 
long-term debt fund the same 
4 5 mills, according to school 
officials* 

Proposition B received 604 
yes votes and 709 no votes. The 
proposition called for a 2-mill 
increase beginning the year af- 
ter next* This would not in- 
crease taxes as board mem- 
bers would continue the reduc- 
tion of 2 mills from the debt 


fund . As in the first proposition, 
the total tax rate of the school 
district will be identical to last 
year. 

Dr. William Bedell, superin- 
tendent of schools, said after 
the election, "Our biggest 
enemy is the voters' apathy, l 
know the issue is complex but 
hopefully if we keep putting the 
information out there it will 
sink in. If they understand (the 
language) they will vote yes be- 
cause there is no increase to 
taxes and the schools will be 
able to keep a balance*” 

Bedell said that the schools 
are looking into the legal 
aspects of putting the same 
proposals on the primary elec- 
tion ballots in August and, if 
neccesary, the presidential 
ballot in November because 
the voter turnout will be 
greater. 

"The way the state fi- 
nances," Bedell explained. 
"This school district has no 
choice other than asking for 
millage increase,” he stated. 

If the millage does not pass 
we will have to make cuts up 
and down* We are required by 
law to get rid of our deficit 
($1,098,341) and the cuts will 
start next January. No more 
special programs, physical 
education for elementary .. .and 
many more other cuts will be 
taking place," Bedell said. 


Yearbook is blasted 
by students, parents

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Angry parents and high 
school students crowded the 
meeting room of the Romulus 
School Board last week to voice 
their complaints regarding 
errors in the annual yearbook, 

Romulus High School stu- 
dents received their yearbooks 
last week but several students, 
including some seniors, were 
not pictured. There were other 
problems with the yearbook in- 
cluding three blank pages that 
were designed to include 
"Senior Pedigrees," a listing of 
the activities and clubs the 
seniors were involved with 
throughout high school, and a 
cover that read "Eagle” rather 
than "Eagles," according to 
parents and students at the 
meeting last week* 

In a memorandum sent ear- 
lier in the week, high school 
yearbook advisor William 
Knight told Superintendent Dr, 
William Bedell that there were 
two problems with the year- 
book. According to Knight's 
memo, three senior pictures 
were not included in the year- 
book because the photo studio 
neglected to send the pictures 
to him. 

Knight also explained that 
the information that was to fill 
the three blank pages in the 
yearbook was sent, along with 
headlines and page numbers, 
to the yearbook company* 
"^ne company says they did 
not receive the copy. However, 
they printed the headlines and 
page numbers, all of which are 
on the same disk," Knight said. 
He went on to say that the year- 
book staff has a copy of all the 
disks and the original with all 
the missing information. 

Parents and students at the 
meeting demanded that the 
board members take some ac^ 
tion regarding the poor quality

of the yearbook. 

41 Our kids deserve another 
yearbook/' said Patricia 
Sprinkle, whose son, senior 
Richard Makela, was left out of 
the yearbook* ”1 paid $300 for 
pictures and I was assured by 
Ron's Studio that his picture 
would be in the yearbook," she 
said. "But I'm more upset for 
the kids, especially the seniors, 
because 20 years from now 
they’ll look up their friends and 
some of them won't be there,” 
Sprinkle added. 

School board member Ed- 
ward Wilkerson noted that his 
daughter had th^ wrong pic- 
ture put in the yearbook. 

Board members agreed to 
stop payments to the yearbook 
company until the school attor- 
ney could investigate avenues 
of redress in the matter. Board 
members explained that the 
yearbook company offered to 
provide inserts of the missing 
pages and photos of the stu- 
dents who were not included to 
the students at no extra cost* 

"I think the school board 
should remember that a lot of 
those seniors are 18 and have 
already and will continue to 
vote on milages and school 
board elections,” Sprinkle 
said*

A request for an additional 
mill - which could bring $20.5 
million into the county coffers 
in 1989 - will be placed on the 
Aug. 2 ballot in an effort to fund 
additional jail space. 

If voters support the request , 
groundbreaking for a new jail 
could be slated in 1989 with 1991 
set as a target date for the 
opening of the new facility. 

One mill is projected to pro- 
duce $21.5 million in 1990, $22.6 
million in 1991, $23.8 million in 
1992, and $24.9 in 1994. 

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara 

announced the millage re- 
quest, following a recom- 
mendation from the Wayne 
County Task Force. McNa- 
mara is expected to present a 
comprehensive proposal to 
address the future adult and 
juvenile incarceration needs 
when he meets with the 
Citizen's Task Force this week. 

(t We have looked at all of our 
options," McNamara said. 
“After carefully reviewing the 
study, it seems that the only 
answer to solving Wayne Coun- 
ty's needs for more jail space 
will be with an additional jail

McNamara said that during 
the past two years more than 
4,000 prisoners were released 
from jail due to lack of space. 

“We are going to stop these 
dangerous criminals from 
being turned loose on the 
street," McNamara said. 

The report stated that there 
are currently 1,876 jail beds 
with 1,070 additional needed. 
The report also noted that, “at 
times, the number of youths in 
Youth Home reaches close to 
300“ even though the capacity 
is 200, 

According to the report, 
plans are under way for a 470- 
bed expansion of the current 
jail, including 170 beds in the 
13th floor gym, 60 beds in con- 
verted office space and 240 
beds in the new recreation 
tower. 

The report calls for an addi- 
tional 600-bed misdemeanant/ 
sentenced felon facility. In 
addition, it was recommended 
that the proposed 240 beds in 
the tower of the current jail be 
combined with the new facility 
for operational efficiency. It 
also recommends that a new 


840-bed facility be constructed 
for misdemeanants and pretrial 
felons with 80 percent mini- 
mum security beds and 20 per- 
cent medium security beds, 

Total capital needs, based on 
8 percent annual increase in 
construction costs are pro- 
jected to be : 

230-bed expansion of current 
jail, $7 million; 

840-bed misdemeanant/ sent- 
enced felon jail, $26 million, 
and 

40-bed Youth Home expan- 
sion, $1 million. 

Total capital costs are esti- 
mated to be $34 million. 

Projected operational costs 
would include: expansion, $2.5 
million; misdemeanant facil- 
ity, $13 million; youth home ex- 
pansion, $1.7 million, and 
added state youth beds, $2.5 
million, or a total of $19,7 mil- 
lion. 

The report noted that the 
misdemeanant facility is net 
cost based on $50 per day with 
an average of 150 prisoners 
which are billed to municipali- 
ties for ordinance violations. 


Police officers are being 
sought for the Wayne County 
Sheriff's Department, Wayne 
County Executive Edward 
McNamara said last week. 
Openings are currently 
available in the county jail. 
The county is mandated by 
the state to operate the jail, 
McNamara said. However, 
current staff members are 
working overtime because of 
a shortage of personnel. 


There are 55 permanent 
police officer positions avail- 
able, Starting salary is 
$15,060. 

Anyone interested in be- 
coming a certified Wayne 
County Sheriff's deputy must 
have passed the Michigan 
Law Enforcement Training 
Council police tests for read- 
ing, writing and physical 
skills prior to application with 
the county.

Breast cancer is the most common form 
of cancer among women today, and ii 
continues io increase. 

Fortunately, women can control their 
own breast health destiny to a great degree 
t h ro ug h care f u 1 det ect i ve w ork wh i c h 
should include knowledge of family 
medical history, information on breast 
cancer detection and treatments, frequent 
medical checkups with a physician, 
periodic mammograms, and self-breast 
examinations, 

WHY IS FAMILY HISTORY 
IMPORTANT? 

Breasi cancer occurs in around one of 
every 11 women. However, if there is a 
family history of breast cancer, especially 
in rhe mother, or sister, the chances of 
developing cancer increases to one in four 
or five. According to the American Cancer 
Society 130,000 women will develop breast 
cancer this sear, resuliing in 41,000 death v 
Good detective work through early 
detection could reduce these alarming 
number's and your degree of risk, 

v\ HERE CAN 1 GET INFORM ATION? 

You can begin with your physician He 
or she may have booklets on detection and 
treatments in the office. Other sources 
include hospitals, drug stores, the 


American Cancer Society, and the library. 
And when you visit your doctor, ask 
questions. 

WHEN SHOULD I SEE A DOCTOR? 

Periodic checkups are extremely important 
for adult women of all ages. Breast exams 
by a physician are around 90 percent 
accurate. Since the incidence of cancer is 
directly related to age, most doctors agree 
that after age 40, women should have an 
annual checkup which indudes a breast 
examination. Other high-risk factors 
include obesity, early menstruation, and 
late menopause. More and more doctors 
also are recommending mammograms, 

WHAT IS A MAMMOGRAM? 

With the advent of fully committed X-rays, 
so-called mammograms, the detection and 
diagnosis of breast cancer has improved 
greatly, The mammogram has brought to 
our attention very small malignancies that 
could not be felt by the patient, the doctor, 
or the surgeon. Most of the suspicious 
shadows on a mammography are non- 
eaneerous. However, the surgeon may 
remove the lumps for fear of missing a 
cancer. A mammogram is about SO percent 
accurate. 

In neu week's article, I w ill explain how 
to perform a self-breast examination. Also, 
I w ill discuss the diagnostic procedures, 
including biopsies, and surgical and 
chemotherapy treatments that are 
available for breast cancer.

control prescriptions. 

In the senior high school, 62*7 
percent of the students wanted 
counseling for drug and /or 
alcohol problems, 62,2 percent 
wanted suicide prevention in- 
formation, 53*5 percent wanted 
school and sports physicals 
provided by the center, 52.6 
per cen l wanted weight control 
and nutrition services, 52.7 per* 
cent wanted counseling for per- 
sonal problems and/or stress. 
52 percent wanted counseling 
to deal with peer pressure, 61,7 
percent wanted birth control 
information, 48 percent wanted 
information on AIDS, 46,2 per- 
cent wanted pregnancy detec- 
tion and care, 45.8 percent 
wanted sexuality education, 
43,8 wanted help to stop smok- 
ing, 40.3 percent wanted help 
getting along better with their 
parents, 38, 2 percent wanted 
counseling about school prob- 
lems, and 37.1 percent informa- 
tion and help on child abuse. 

The students were also asked 
how often they received medic- 
al care. Sixty-nine percent of 
the junior high students re- 
sponded that they did go to the 
doctor when needed and 61 per- 
cent of the high school students 
responded the same way. Some 
of the reasons listed for not get- 
ting proper medical attention 
were no transportation avail- 
able, clinic hours were not con- 
venient, and the lack of money. 

Cigarette use and substance 
abuse were addressed in the 
survey and the responses in- 
cluded 80 percent of junior high 
and 69 percent of senior high 


students said they never 
smoked, while 11 percent of the 
junior high and 19.7 percent 
of the senior high students re- 
sponded that they smoked 
several times a day. 

Drinking habits were also 
addressed In the survey. Senior 
high school results show 42,4 
percent of students surveyed 
drink hard liquor once a week 
or more and 9,5 junior high 
school students drink alcohol 
at least once a week. 

With the growing concern ab- 
out AIDS and teenage pregnan- 
cy the survey also delved into 
the sexual activities of teens. 
When asked, “Have you en- 
gaged in sexual intercourse ? *\ 
29 percent of the junior high 
students responded, yes and 
68.2 percent of the senior high 
students said they have had 
sexual intercourse. In those 
same groups, however, 58 per- 
cent of the junior high students 
rarely or never use birth con- 
trol and 50 percent of the senior 
high school students reponded 
in the same way. 

Parents were asked similar 
questions and 91 percent of the 
parents said that they would 
like to see a full-service teen 
health center in or near the 
school. Some of the top re- 
sponses to what should be in- 
cluded in the center include : 
counseling for personal prob- 
lems, alcohol and/or drug 
abuse and help for teens in cop- 
ing with peer pressure. School 
and sports physicals should 
also be offered, according to 
parents, along with birth con* 
trol information and counsel* 
ing, to name a few suggestions.

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Reorganization likely 

State lawmakers expected to act this week

A bill that would allow the res- 
tructuring of the Peoples Commun- 
ity Hospital Authority is expected 
to pass both houses of the state 
Legislature this week, according to 
one local lawmaker. 

The bill* House Bill 5755, would 
amend Public Act 47 to allow the 
dismantling of the public health 
care organization. Public Act 47 
was passed by state lawmakers in 
1945 to form the PCHA. which owns 
and operates five western Wayne 
County and Downriver hospitals 
including Annapolis, in Wayne; 
Beyer Memorial, Ypsilanti; Sea- 
way, Trenton; Heritage, Taylor; 
and Outer Drive, Lincoln Park - 
and ambu'atory care centers in 
Browns town Township, Livonia 
and Westland 

“We expect the House to enact a 
bill (this) week which would allow 
PCHA to reorganize and transfer 
assets to a private, nonprofit cor- 
poration, 0 said state Rep. James 
Kosteva (D-Canton Township). 
“The legislation defines that the 
private, nonprofit organization 


must be in the business of health 
care," 

The PCHA restructuring was re- 
quested by board members last 
year. The idea was first proposed 
in 1986, when hospital officials 
cited a declining occupancy rate 
and financially troubled operations 
as reasons for the move. Hospital 
officials predicted that, by 1992, the 
PCHA would have depleted an 
almost $30 million cash reserve 
account. 

Passage of legislation for res- 
tructuring would be good news to 
PCHA board members, who on 
May 26 approved an affiliation 
agreement with Oak wood Health 
Services Corp., of Dearborn. In the 
agreement, all PCHA and Oak- 
wood facilities would remain sepa- 
rate, but patients and staff at both 
facilities would have access to the 
services of the other. 

Employee groups would also re- 
main separate under the plan. and 
contractual agreements with labor 
unions representing about one- 
third of the 3,009 PCHA employees 
would be unaffected. 

Before state lawmakers would 
consider the restructuring propos- 


al, state Speaker of the House Gary 
Owen (D- Ypsilanti Township) com- 
missioned a University of Michi- 
gan Hospitals study of the future of 
the hospital authority. In the study, 
released last fall, U of M Hospitals 
officials recommended that the 
five PCHA hospitals be sold. An 
alternative to the sale was an affi- 
liation with u tertiary health care 
organization or educational institu- 
tion. 

The PCHA has been on the down- 
slide since 1986, when the authority 
lost $4 million, according to Mau- 
reen Camps, director of commun- 
ity relations. In 1987, the PCHA lost 
$2.7 million. A $2.3 million loss is 
expected for the fiscal year which 
ends June 30, 

The operating losses are due in 
part to a decline in occupancy, 
Camps said. Currently, 50 percent 
of the 1,150 PCHA beds are filled. 

In the reorganization, the PCHA 
would assume a new name, Camps 
said. Bylaws and articles of incor- 
poration have already been drafted 
and were approved by PCHA board 
members last year,

Newspaper wants meeting restaged 


The Associated Newspapers 
has asked for a restaging of the 
meeting in which an affiliation 
agreement between the Peo- 
ples Community Hospital Au- 
thority and Oakwood Health 
Services Corp. was approved 
by PCHA board members. 

Newspaper officials contend 
that a portion of the May 26 
PCHA special board meeting 
was staged in violation of the 
Michigan Open Meetings Act. 

In a letter to PCHA board 
Chairman Donald J, Fiz- 
zimenti, Associated Newspap- 
ers Managing Editor Ray Day 
asked that the meeting be res- 
cheduled and that all decisions 
made during the meeting be 
restaged. Such a reenactment 
of the May 26 meeting, Day 
said, would put the PCHA 
board in compliance with the 
Opening Meetings Act. 

“After discussion with your 
hospital spokesperson, Mau- 
reen Camps, and attorney, B. 
Ward Smith, it has been made 
clear that this closed meeting 
was staged in direct violation 
of the Michigan Open Meetings 
Act,” Day wrote. “Please be 
advised that this letter will put 
you, the PCHA board and 
administration on notice that 
this newspaper will not accept 
violations of the Michigan 
Open Meetings Act in the in- 
terest of the readers we serve.” 

The Open Meetings Act is a 
state statute requiring that all 
meetings of a public body be 
open to the public and be con- 
ducted in a place available to 
the general public. All deli- 
berations of a public body in 
which a quorum (majority) of 
members are present must be 
conducted in compliance with 
the act. 

The statute also gives provi- 
sions for the required posting of 
meetings of the public body, 
minutes that are to be taken 
during the meetings and de- 
fines when a meeting may be 
closed to the public. 

Closed meetings are allowed 
in eight circumstances, includ- 
ing the following: personnel 
discipline, student discipline, 
strategy and negotiation ses- 
sions connected with the nego- 
tiations of a collective bargain- 
ing agreement, to consider the 
purchase or lease of real prop- 
erty up to the time of an option, 
to consult with an attorney re- 
garding trial or settlement 
strategy in connection with 
specific litigation, to review 
the contents of an application 
for employment, partisan cau- 
cuses of members of the state 
legislature and to consider 
material already exempt from 
discussion or disclosure by 
state or federal statute. 

Noncompliahce with the 
Open Meetings Act by a public 
body can result in the invalida- 
tion of all decisions made dur- 
ing the meeting by the courts. 
Intentional violations of the act 
by a public official can result in 
a fine and/or imprisonment. 

However, a public body can 
reenact a meeting said to be in 
violation of the act and reenact 
all decisions made during the 
original meeting to conform to 
the state statute. 

In alleging the Open Meet- 
ings Act violation, Day cited a 
one-hour, 45-minute period in 
which reporters and members 
of the public at the May 26 
meeting were asked to leave 
the PCHA board room. The 
“closed meeting” was neces- 
sary for discussions about the 


impending affiliation agree- 
ment with Oakwood, according 
to PCHA attorney B. Ward 
Smith. 

4 VI guess, primarily, the 
reason was because of the diffi- 
culty I had discussing the 
agreement with Oakwood Hos- 
pital, They (Oakwood) didn't 
want it all spread around,” 
Smith said. “1 recognize the 
problem. But it's all out there 
now. This is the problem with a 
public hospital. 

“I look at it as an attorney- 
client privilege. Had they not 
closed the meeting, I would 
never have discussed (the 
agreement),” Smith continued. 
“There was some certain in- 
formation in there that (Oak- 
wood) just didn't want in the 
newspapers before it got to 
their board.” 

The Oakwood board of direc- 
tors met May 27 to approve the 
pact. 

As for a reenactment of the 
May 26 meeting, Smith said he 
was unsure whether that would 
be necessary since the actual 
vote on the agreement was 


taken during the open portion 
of the meeting. 

Day, however, disagreed. 

“As 1 am sure you can under* 
stand , it is the duty of this news* 
paper and all members of the 
media to ensure that the rights 
and freedoms of the people we 
serve are protected and fol- 
lowed to the letter of the law,” 
Day wrote. “While we are con- 
fident that members of the 
PCHA board did not intend to 
knowingly violate the provi- 
sions of state Law, we cannot 
help but question the motives 
and nature of discussion during 
this closed session," 

At the May 26 meeting, 
PCHA board members 
approved 27-0 the affiliation 
agreement with Oakwood, con- 
tingent upon the PCHA being 
allowed by the state Legisla- 
ture to become a private, non- 
profit organization. The PCHA 
restructuring is needed, hospit- 
al authority officials contend, 
for the five PCHA hospitals to 
remain competitive and finan- 
cially sound in the health-care 
business.

Cuts threaten bus service 


The Nankin Transit Commission will 
try to stay afloat as members of the 
Southeast Michigan Transportation Au 
thority Board adopt a budget calling for 
only 11 months of service in 1989. 

The $91.7 million budget adopted by 
the SEMTA Board last week provides 
money for only 1 1 months of operation 
for the upcoming year. The budget 
would force SEMTA to cease operations 
for the month of June in 1989. 

The budget fix may' mean the same 
fate for Nankin Transit, according to 
Charlie Hunter, transportation director. 

“1 don't know exactly what it will 
mean to us except that we might have to 

cut services for that month.” Hunter 
said. 

Nankin Transit is a private contractor 


serving the elderly and handicapped in 
Wayne, Westland, Garden City. Inkster 
and Canton Township. 

“SEMTA doesn't have the money to 
pass on to us,” Hunter said. 

Nankin is facing a $1 14,000 deficit of its 
own, and officials are uncertain of how 
to deal with it. Hunter said. 

Passengers currently pay $1 to ride 
Nankin buses. Hunter said he hopes to 
avoid a fare increase, 

“We don't want to ask for more money 
from a segment of the population that 
really can’t afford it,” Hunter said. 

The SEMTA Board opposed a fare in- 
crease as an option for saving money. 
The current $1 bus fare is already 
among the highest in the United States. 

Hunter said this budget crunch is not a 
one-time deal.

At the Canton Recreation 
Center, several members of 
the Canton Pioneers Senior 
Club expressed their concern 
about the expansion. Views 
ranged from displeasure to 
praise. 

Li la It Griffith said she be- 
lieves more money will be dis- 
hed out by the seniors, 

“It’s a good concept, hut it 
will cost us more in the long 
run. Even when l first heard 
about it. I didn't like it. We need 
care very badly but in a diffe- 
rent form," said Griffith, 

Her husband, Guy Griffith, 


had a slightly different view 
point, 

"1 think it's great that it hap- 
pened. 1 figure it's going to 
be worth it. As a union man, we 
always had a rule of thumb 
"Get your foot caught in the 
door. If you get your foot 
caught in the door, you're all 
right," Griffith said, "The way 
I look at it, if you get your foot 
in the door, maybe you can 
even get better." 

Guy said he sees the expan- 
sion as a victory for seniors. 

"Anything that benefits the 
seniors is good in the long run. 
It will even be better for the 
younger generation." 

Seniors at the Westland 
Friendship Center also have 


mixed comments on the expan- 
sion. 

Alice Jarman, a retired Un- 
ited Auto Workers employee, 
said she had several concerns 
about the package. 

"They* re not doing anything 
about the basic care patients at 
nursing homes. For one thing, 
you should have more days at 
home of nursing care because 
you're saving the nursing 
homes money." 

Currently, Medicare pays for 
3H days of home nursing care. 
Before the change, it only paid 
for 21 days of nursing care, li- 
mited to five visits per week. 

Overall, Jarman said, the ex- 
pansion is a start But, like the 
others, she said more needs to 


be supplied to the seniors. 

"They really need to do a lot 
more. This is just a start. They 
need to expand it even more.*' 
Another member said she be- 
lieves the change was a good 
idea. Seniors need all the help 
they can get, she said, 

"A little bit of something is a 
lot better than nothing," she 
explained. 

Jarman said the cost of care 
continuously increases for 
seniors, and "many of them 
don't have much money. They 
can t spend it all on their 
health We need some more 
help in some form or another.** 
The Senate Medicare expan- 
sion bill now heads to the U*S. 
House of Representatives for 
consideration.

State lawmakers have only a 
few weeks left in the legislative 
year to push their "pet bills" 
through the Legislature. 

Three area politicians have 
bills they would like to sec go 
through the House and Senate 
before the summer recess be- 
gins, which is expected to be 
July 4, 

State Sen. William Faust tD- 
Wayne) said he has several 
bills he would like to see passed 
before the current session com- 
es to an end. Faust said he 
would like to see the Underwa- 


ter Preservation bill passed. 
The bill would create two addi- 
tional water preservation sites 
in Michigan waters, 

Currently, there are three. 

"These preserves contain 
sunken ships and vessels. The 
bill says the people who dive in 
these areas cannot lake any- 
thing. This would preserve 
them just on the site desig- 
nated.** Faust said, "The 
underwater preservation is 
not always an entire body of 
water. It may only be a 20-mile 
area in Lake Michigan or 
something like that." 

The bill, Senate Bill 721. has 
already passed the Senate and 


now has moved to the House, 

Before the recess starts, 
Faust would like two bills pas- 
sed, bills which request a total 
of $50,000 for restoration pro- 
jects. One would request 
$40,000 for preservation and 
restoration of Nankin Mills, in 
Westland, while the other 
would ask for $10,000 for histor- 
ical purposes in Romulus. 

Another state representative 
has his own pet bills he would 
like to see go through the sys- 
tem. Rep. Jim Kosteva (D- 
Canton Township) said the first 
bill he would like to see passed 
before the recess is a truck- 
safety package. He described 


the package as "about 20 bills 
dealing with different areas of 
truck safety." 

“This would be for truck 
safety and there are a number 
of technical amendments for 
inspection of vehicles, better 
(truck) driver training prog- 
rams and various other 
areas.** 

Kosteva said he would also 
like to have a child seatbelt pro* 
tection amendment passed. 
Currently, children ages 4 to 12 
do not have to wear seatbelts in 
the rear seats of vehicles. 
Under Kosteva*s bill, children 
between those ages would be 
required to wear safety belts. 


"We're finding it*s not safe 
for the kids to be free to move in 
the back seat. During acci- 
dents, the kids can get hurtled 
all through the vehicle/* 

Also before the legislative 
year-end, Kosteva would like to 
see a "quality of life*' bond 
proposal go through the legisla- 
ture, The proposal, he said* 
would supply $800 million to 
three areas in the state, includ- 
ing environmental cleanup, 
public recreational improve- 
ments and Gov* Blanchard's 
satisfaction of having an indi- 
vidual committed to economic 
development purposes.

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AIDS information in mail 
keeps health workers busy

Reaction has been positive 
toward an AIDS informational 
packet sent to local households 
recently, according to county 
health department officials. 

All Wayne County residents 
should have received 
brochures in the mail contain- 
ing information about Ac- 
quired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome. The brochure, ti- 
tled “Understanding AIDS/' 
has been sent to 107 million 
households throughout the U.S. 
by the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol, in consultation with Un- 
ited States Surgeon General, 
Dr. C. Kverett Koop, and other 
public health officials and 
medical experts. 

According to officials at the 
Wayne County Health Depart- 
ment, there are three main 
objectives to the mass mailing 
of information on AIDS. These 
include the following: 

To make it clear how AIDS is 
and is not transmitted so peo- 
ple can protect themselves 
without having unnecesary 
fears. 

To make it clear that be- 
haviors, not identifications with 
“risk groups,” put people at 

risk. 

To stimulate informed dis- 
cussions about AIDS within 
families, between sexual part- 
ners and at all levels of society 
by presenting the facts and 


showing people how AIDS re- 
lates to their own lives. 

Dr. Donald Lawrenchuk, 
medical director for the Wayne 
County Health Department 
said, “AIDS has become the 
number-one public health con- 
cern facing the nation today. 
Already in Michigan, there 
have been over 652 cases of 
AIDS reported since 1979, In 
addition, an estimated 10,000 to 
30,000 people in Michigan are 
already infected with the AIDS 
virus. 

“Education of high-risk per- 
sons is the best means avail- 
able to curb the spread of 
AIDS, and education of the 
general public is needed to 
promote understanding and re- 
duce unwarranted fears,” he 
continued, 

Lawrenchuk thinks people 
have been reading the 
brochures because they want 
to know about AIDS, He also 
thinks that people have re- 
sponded well to the informa- 
tion. 

“I have been conducting an 
informal survey of people J en- 
counter, and I ask them if 
they've read the brochures and 
if they learned anything from 
them. I've gotten favorable re- 
sponses. People do take the 
time to read the brochure be- 
cause they are concerned,” 
Lawrenchuk said. 

Officials at the county health 
department have also seen a 
response to the brochures. 


Since the AIDS brochures have 
been in circulation, the number 
of telephone calls to the health 
department has greatly in- 
creased, Most of the questions 
asked are about AIDS. 

“We generally have several 
hundred calls a week. But, in 
the last couple weeks since the 
mailing began, the number has 
tripled. Most of the people call- 
ing have read the brochures 
and are asking more sophisti- 
cated questions about AIDS,” 
Lawrenchuk said. “The people 
are beginning to realize that 
certain behavior puts them at 
risk. Who you are doesn't mat* 
ter as much as your behavior.” 

From 1979 through March of 
this year, there has been a total 
of 60,852 AIDS cases reported 
nationwide. Of that total, 56 per- 
cent - 34,088 people - have died. 

During that same time 
period, Wayne County Health 
Department records show 
there have been 644 AIDS cases 
in Michigan, and 86 percent of 
the reported cases - 554 people 
- have been in people between 
the ages of 20 and 49 years old. 
Fifty-nine percent of the total 
cases - 378 people - have been 
fatal ones.

The new health care orga- 
nization would be governed by a 
14- member board of directors. 
Two members on the board 
would be from Oak wood. 

The new private, nonprofit 
organization would be free to 
enter into business ventures and 
agreements under the reorga- 
nization plan, and public disclo- 
sure of meetings and documents 
would not be necessary. 

Currently, the PCHA is a pub- 
lic body, governed by a 47- 
member board of directors. It is 
funded by an up to .04-mill tax 
levy on residents of the 24 mem- 
ber PCHA communities. The 
tax levy is currently set at .02 
mills. 


Each community sends one or 
two representatives to the 
board, and seven members 
have at-large positions. Board 
members meet each month at 
the P,iCHA administrative 
offices, on Annapolis, at Venoy, 
in Wayne, 

Critics of the PCHA reorga- 
nization plan contend that a $23 
million surplus in the capital im- 
provements fund should be re- 
funded to the 24 member com- 
munities. The surplus was 
accumulated from tax levies 
and is to be used to repay bonds 
issued to build the five hospitals 
and purchase equipment. 

PCHA officials, however, 
maintain that the surplus can* 
not be refunded without crip* 
pling the future of a new, non- 
profit PCHA. About $18,5 mil- 
lion in outstanding bonds still 
must be repaid before PCHA 
can be reorganized. Under the 


current plan, the monies would 
be set aside in an escrow 
account for the bond repay- 
ment, and any remaining funds 
and all assets would be transfer- 
red to the new organization. 

Such a plan is the only way the 
future of the health care orga- 
nization can be preserved, Kos- 
teva said. 

“Absent of a sale, affiliation 
was the next best alternative, L 
feel good about the affiliation. I 
believe it will benefit the com- 
munities,” Kosteva said. “By 
virtue of this transfer (of assets 
and cash surplus), we are not 
losing out. If we go along as we 
are now, the hospitals might 
fold. That's where we would 
really lose out.” 

Kosteva said final approval of 
the PCHA reorganization bill by 
state House and Senate mem- 
bers should come before the end 
of this week.

Call us ‘bad guys,’ 
we’re doing our job 

Some would call us “bad guys.” Others think we thrive on 
public disclosure of wrongdoing. Still, others think we too 
often step out of bounds. 

We, however, feel we are doing the job readers expect of us, 
a job given to us when the founders of this nation framed the 
aws of the land. This week, we received a chance to prove it. 

The Associated Newspapers this week asked members of 
the board of directors of the Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority to restage a May 26 board meeting. It was at that 
meeting that an affiliation agreement was approved between 
PC HA and Oakwood Health Services Corp., contingent upon 
PCHA being allowed to become a private, nonprofit organiza- 
tion. 

We believe that the PCHA board directly violated the Michi- 
gan Open Meetings Act by closing a major portion of the- 
meeting to members of the public and press. The Open Meet* 
ings Act is a state statute requireing that all meetings of a public 
body be open to the public and be conducted in a place avail- 
able to the general public. Members of a public body can in 
eight specific instances close a meeting to the public. 

The reasons for closing the May 26 PCHA board meeting, 
however, do not fit squarely into any of those eight exceptions. 

In discussions with a PCHA representative this week, we 
were asked, “What is it you guys want? You have all of the 
information, don't you. Everything is out there now." 

Yes* we do have all needed information about the affiliation 
agreement. We have reported on that. We have examined the 
information presented and concluded that the data seems 
complete and solid. 

However, this fact remains: members of the PCHA board 
of directors are not above the law in any sense. The Michigan 
Open Meetings Act was clearly written to protect the interests 
of the public and ensure that government is “of the people, by 
the people and for the people" of this land. This democracy 
and principal of freedoms and liberties predate us all. The 
concept is profound, no doubt, but it is also not too complex to 
be understood by us all. 

We are sure that the PCHA board members did not inten- 
tionally violate the Michigan Open Meetings Act. But we can- 
not help but question the motives and nature of discussion 
during this closed session. 

According to the PCHA attorney, the meeting was closed to 
the public and press so that detailed news of the agreement 
did not reach the Oakwood board of directors before they 
voted on the pact the next day. Such an excuse is weak and, 
more importantly, is not covered in the language of the law. 

Perhaps, as a newspaper, we are not always the spectacle 
of popular! ty. Indeed, w r e could even be called “bad guys,” 
depending on one's interpretation of “bad.” Our own exam- 
ples of “bad guys," however, certainly would not include 
those people who are striving to protect the rights and in- 
terests of the people of this land. 

As a newspaper, it is our job to be the watchdogs of govern- 
ment, Were we to shirk that responsibility and ignore blatant 
infringements on the rights of the readers we serve, we would 
be betraying a pledge to journalistic professionalism, ethics 
and service - characteristics as vital to our profession as they 
are to doctors, attorneys and even public officials. 

Today, we urge PCHA board members to restage the May 
26 board meeting in a manner that is in complete compliance 
with the Michigan Open Meetings Act. We also put these 
officials on notice that this newspaper will not accept future 
violations of this act in the interest of the readers we serve. 

No, we are not trying to be “bad guys” or muckrakers. We 
are not even trying to step out of bounds. 

We are trying to perform our job in the manner expected of 
us by members of the public whom we serve. Now, it is time 
for the PCHA board members to follow that example and 
perform their job as public officials in the same way. 

Jail millage is needed 

A ballot proposal for enhancement of jails in Wayne County 
is a vote in the truth to the old rule of thumb “IPs better to be 
safe than sorry.” 

Wayne County voters should expect to see the 1-mill request 
for funding for jails in the county on the Aug. 2 primary ballot. 
The ballot issue comes after months of deliberations about the 
need for such a request and more than a year of urgent pleas 
from law enforcement officials about the lack of jail space in 
Wayne County. 

County officials are correct in allowing the voters to decide 
the fate of this issue. The safety of these residents is impor- 
tant. County officials wonT be sorry for the move. 
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Health assessment 
effort applauded 

Lately, much has been made of 
Annapolis Hospital’s involve- 
ment with the Wayne-Westland 
Teen Health Assessment project. 
As a longtime resident of the 
community and mother of two 
teenagers, I applaud the efforts of 
the hospital on behalf of our chil- 
dren and families. 

The health assessment project 
is a broad-based group because 
health care and the results of a 
lack of care are functions of mul- 
tiple agencies and disciplines. By 
no means is this a simple, one- 
dimensional issue. 

It seems clear that any discus- 
sion of health-related subjects 
must necessarily include care- 
giving agencies. Yet opponents 
wish to exclude one of the com- 
munity's largest care-givers. 
Why? 

Probably, because the real 
issue is not the hospital's involve- 
ment in discussion but, rather, 
the fact that open, free discussion 
is taking place at all. 

I commend the hospital admi- 
nistrators and board of directors 
for having the courage to take 
part in the project. I am sure it 
would be f ar easier to sit back and 
collect fees generated by poor 
health management and risk- 
taking behavior. However, hos- 
pital leaders have demonstrated 
a conscience and a commitment 
to improve the quality of life in 
the community they serve. 
Doesn't that make Annapolis 
Hospital an asset to the common-

ity? Wouldn't it be nice if more 
businesses and residents 
accepted that same responsibil- 
ity for their neighbors?
